Proof  readers,  Dr»   Buswell  said,  may  find  the  effects  of 
their  occupational  reading  even  more  harmful*   "Proof  readers  are 
trained  to  see  letters  as  they  read.   Seeing  letters  is  certainly  not 
good  reading." 

"For  their  own  good,  "  he  advised,  "persons  in  occupations 
of  this  sort  should  attain  a  great  amount  of  flexibility  in  their 
reading  habits."

The  panel  also  emphasized  that  some  of  the  problems  of 
reading  are  the  result  of  careless,  involved,  and  confused  writing  on 
the  part  of  Journalists. 

"If  we  are  to  have  faster,  more  intelligent  readers,"  Dr. 
Harold  Anderson  of  the  University  of  Chicago  declared,  "we  must  have 
clear,  concise,  and  intelligent  writing." 

Greatest  need  for  clearer  writing  exists  in  newspapers, 
house  organs,  and  industrial  and  promotional  literature,  it  was 
pointed  out. 

Also  discussed  were  the  effects  of  various  Einds  of  type, 
paper,  and  lay-out,  and  the  use  of  color,  on  the  reading  speed  and 
comprehension  of  the  public.

The  field  of  power  must  be  sold  to  the  generation  of  future  engineers, 
A.  C.  Monteith  told  a  luncheon  audience  at  the  tenth  annual  Midwest  Power  Confer- 
ence in  the  Sheraton  hotel  today. 

"The  brilliancy  or  glamour  of  some  prospective  fields  is  causing  many  to 
overlook  the  opportunities  in  the  oldest  and  best  established  branch  of  the 
electrical  industry  —  the  power  field,"  Mr.  Monttith,  manager  of  the  headquarters 
engineering  departments  and  director  of  education  at  the  Westinghouse  Electric 
Corporation,  East  Pittsburgh,  Paf,  stated, 

"Opportunities  in  the  field  of  power  exist  everywhere,"  he  continued. 
"All  industries  are  expanding  rapidly  and  many  new  industries  are  mushrooming  up 
over  night,  but  power  is  the  key  to  all." 

Growing  use  of  electricity  for  production  and  for  convenience  or  luxury 
has  inspired  predictions  of  an  increase  of  iiO  million  kilowatts  of  installed 
capacity  in  the  United  States  in  ten  years  and  200  million  kilowatts  in  30  years. 
The  nation  faces  the  problem  of  generating  and  distributing  these  vast  amounts  of 
power,  Mr.  Monteith  said.

"Surely  this  is  a  challenge  to  any  man  in  the  power  industry,  or  to  any 
young  man  who  is  looking  for  an  expanding  industry  with  which  to  stake  his  future," 
he  declared. 

The  development  of  nuclear  energy  presents  another  opportunity  and 
challenge  to  the  new  generation,  Mr.  Monteith  stated. 

"There  is  a  tendency  to  infer  that  the  physicists  and  chemists  will  be 
able  to  handle  all  phases  of  the  project.  Actually,"  he  said,  "there  will  be  a 
real  necessity  for  power  engineers  who  have  sufficient  knowledge  of  power  genera- 
tion and  distribution  techniques  to  weigh  the  various  factors  involved  in  the 
production  of  power  by  nuclear  energy  if  this  is  ever  to  become  a  competitor  to 
thethe  present  sources  of  energy,"

CHICAGO  — .  Russia  is  lagging  behind  the  United  States  in  the  development 
of  simplified,  efficient  processes  for  the  manufacture  of  large  quantities  of 
synthetic  fuel  and  has  thrown  up  a  special  iron  curtain  around  her  scientific 
activities  to  hide  that  fact  from  the  Western  World,  Dr.  V.  I.  Komarewsky,  one  of 
America's  foremost  experts  on  a  vital  phase  of  the  production  of  synthetic  fuels, 
declared  today  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

"I  have  br;«n  following  the  progress  of  Soviet  scientists  in  the  field  of 
synthetic  fuel  production  very  closely  for  over  lf>  years  and  I  definitely  feel  that 
we  are  far  ahead  of  Russia  in  the  manufacture  of  synthetic  petroleum  from  natural 
gas  or  coal,"  the  Russian-born  scientist  asserted. 

Dr»  Komarnwsky,  professor  of  chemistry,  in  1936  organized  the  first 
catalysis  laboratory  in  the  country  for  research  and  educational  purposes  at 
Illinois  Tech.  It  was  in  this  laboratory  that  he  recently  perfected  new  and 
simpler  catalysts  by  which  carbon  monoxide  and  hydrogen  can  be  combined  chemically 
to  produce  70  octane  liquid  hydrocarbons,  or  artificial  petroleum  to  supplement  the 
nation's  dwindling  natural  petroleum  reserves..  He  is  now  working  "toward  the  pro  - 
duction  of  80  octane  gasoline. 
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He  made  his  announcement  in  connection  vdth  the  transfer  of  the  old 
historic  catalysis  laboratory  to  a  new  $965,000  Metallurgical  and  Chemical 
Engineering  building  recently  completed  as  part  of  Illinois  Tech's  $15,000,000 
modernization  and  expansion  program. 

"The  Soviets  are  studying  the  catalysis  processes  that  we  are  using  but 
I  don't  think  they  have  made  much  headway,  chiefly  because  they  haven't  the  reserve 
of  skilled  technicians  and  scientific  instrumentalists  that  we  have."  He  explained 
that  the  Russian  government  last  year  sudc^nly  stopped  the  publication  of  all 
scientific  journals  destined  for  readers  outside  the  USSR,  including  two  important 
chemical  publications  in  English  which  had  been  useful  in  the  customary  free  ex- 
change of  experimental  findings  among  the  scientists  of  the  world. 

"However,  we  do  know  that  the  USSR  is  now  devoting  much  of  its  attention 
to  the  low  temperature  carbonization  process  ;vhich  can  produce  80  octane  gasoline 
from  peat  and  brown  coal,  of  which  they  have  large  stocks.  But  just  how  successful 
they  have  been  is  becoming  harder  and  harder  to  determine,"  he  emphasized,

CHICAGO  —  Dr.  George  H.  Otto,  geologist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  will  present  the  results  of  extensive  research  on 
the  glacial  geology  of  Chicago  with  an  illustrated  lecture  May  26. 

The  research  has  been  conducted  for  the  Illinois  State  Geological  Survey. 

Methods  were  developed  for  tracing  deposits  of  soft  clay  tills  and 
associated  stratified  clays  and  silts.  Applying  the  principles  of  soil  mechanics 
to  glacial  geology,  these  methods  are  based  primarily  on  the  use  of  quantitative 
measurements  of  water  content  and  unconfined  compressive  strength. 

Under  the  direction  of  Professor  R.G.  Fehrman,  the  soil  mechanics  labora- 
tory is  one  of  the  several  laboratories  doing  basic  work  in  the  department  of 
fundamental  mechanics  research  at  Armour  Research  Foundation.

CHICAGO  —  New  industrial  uses  of  chemicals  and  the  aging  of 
buildings  were  oitsd  today  as  two  sources  of  increased  fire  hazards  by 
John  J.   Ahem,   director  of  the  department  of  fire  proteotion  and   safety 
engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Ahem,  head  of  the  only  four-year  degree -granting  fire  pro- 
tection engineering  course   in  the  nation,   spoke   at   the  morning  session 
on  fire  prevention  of  the  three-day  Midwest  Safety  Congress  in  the 
Sherman  hotel. 

"As  ws  discover  the  secrets  of  nature,  we  expose  hazards 
hitherto  undreamed  of,"  he   said.      "W*  must  move    in  as  quickly  as  possible 
to  close  up  the  gaps   in  our  protection*" 

He  noted  two  chemicals  —  hydrogen  peroxide  and  perchloric 
acid   —  whose  expanded  uses  cause  great  fire  hazards. 

Ahem  urged  a  concentrated  research  program  in  a  fire  safety 
laboratory  such  as  the  one  proposed  en  the   Illinois  Tech  campus.

During  the  war,  Germany  developed  submarines  powered  by 
hydrogen  peroxide*  They  weren't  used  because  the  liquid  was  unob- 
tainable in  adequate  quantities. 

Now  our  scientists  are  finding  increased  uses  for  hydrogen 
peroxide  for  power  and  in  the  processing  of  foods* 

"It  must  be  stored  and  handled  carefully  if  disaster  is  to 
be  averted,"  Ahem  warned*   "Organic  impurities  will  cause  it  to  detonate*" 

Perchloric  acid  falls  in  the  same  category*  Used  extensively 
in  electroplating,  this  liquid  will  explode  easily,  and  it  is  particu- 
larly dangerous  if  it  comes  in  contact  with  a  dehydrating  agent* 

A  recent  explosion  which  leveled  an  electroplating  plant  in 
Los  Angeles  was  cited  by  Ahem  as  an  example* 

He  urged  thO  availability  of  tremendous  amounts  of  water  to 
wash  away  spills,  extreme  cleanliness  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
organic  substances,  and  extreme  caution  in  handling* 

NJglng  buildings  are  a  hazard, "  he  said,  "particularly  those 
which  are  used  for  purposes  net  intended  in  their  original  construction* " 

He  referred  to  the  recent  collapse  of  a  dance  floor  in  Chicago* 
It  was  located  in  a  building  constructed  as  an  apartment  house* 

To  combat  these  dangers,  he  urged  strict  enforcement  of  build- 
ing codes  and  rigid  inspection  to  comply  with  ordinances  governing 
various  types  of  construction*

President  Henry  T.  Heald  said  the  completion  date  of  this 
latest  project  in  the  $15,000,000  development  program  of  Illinois  Tech 
is  scheduled  for  June  1949.   Cost  of  the  120-unit  building  will  be 
$1,200,000. 

Two  4-story  dormitories,  now  under  construction  on  the  west 
side  of  Michigan  avenue  at  the  corners  of  32nd  and  33rd  streets,  will 
house  218  out-of-town  students  next  fall, 

This  area  along  Michigan  avenue  also  contains  the  fraternity 
houses  of  the  institution. 

Both  two-room  and  three-room  units  in  the  10-story  structure 
will  be  available  to  married  students  at  Illinois  Tech.

I  assume  that,  in  inviting  me  to  address  this  annual  dinner  of  your 
Alumni  Association,  you  may  have  had  a  tepid  interest  in  me  personally  as  a 
son  of  Lewis  Institute  and  thereby  a  son-in-law  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology.  But  I  assume  also  that  you  had  a  much  more  than  tepid  interest 
on  the  institutional  plane  because  I  happen  to  be  the  first  chairman  of  an 
agency  which  is  designed  to  add  something  new  and  important  to  our  frame 
of  democratic  government.

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I  find  that  every  audience  these  days  is  very  eager  to  get  some 
"inside  information"  or  some  reckless  guessing  from  anyone  whose  position 
presumably  gives  him  an  early  look  at  pending  developments  and  emerging 
decisions  in  Washington,  Even  the  "old  school  tie"  will  not  avail  to  make 
me  dispense  any  "hot  tips"  to  my  fellow  alumni  or  indulge  in  specific 
"predictions  of  things  to  come."  On  the  other  hand,  I  welcome  this  opportunity 
to  discuss  with  a  serious-minded  audience  some  of  the  issues  involved  in 
our  country's  present  economic  situation  as  they  relate  to  the  functions  of 
the  Council  of  Economic  Advisers  and  the  purposes  of  the  Employment  Act  of 
19U6  under  which  we  were  set  up. 

The  great  objective  of  the  Employment  Act  was  to  devise  suitable 
business  and  governmental  structures  and  procedures  to  the  end  that  we  might 
have  better  sustained  use  of  natural  resources,  manpower,  and  capital  in 
the  satisfaction  of  the  material  wants  of  the  nation.  This  did  not  mean 
merely  smoothing  out  such  highs  and  lows  as  have  been  encountered  in  the 
past  and  stabilizing  their  median  level.  ■H  meant  that  we  should  mobilize 
our  economic  brains  to  fashion  measures — preventive  so  far  as  possible, 
remedial  when  necessary — to  combat  the  century-old  disease  of  modern  capital, 
the  so-called  business  cycle. 

Anyone  who  followed  any  considerable  part  of  the  legislative  history 
of  the  Employment  Act  will  be  aware  that  a  sense  of  urgency  that  was  felt 
as  to  its  passage  reflected  widespread  fear  of  an  early  postwar  recession 
and  period  of  substantial  unemployment,  fortunately ,  the  Council  was  not 
called  upon  to  make  its  maiden  utterance  until  the  end  of  19U6,  and  by  that 
time  this  fear  had  been  dissipated  by  actual  events.  In  broadest  terms, 
however,  we  envisaged  the  possibility  that  19U7  would  present  American

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business,  labor,  agriculture,  and  finance  with  a  problem  of  making  catching- 
up  adjustments  in  their  money,  price,  and  income  relationships.  Projecting 
the  then-apparent  returns  of  agriculture  and  industrial  production,  we 
formulated  our  problem  in  terms  of  progressively  filled  pipelines  and  eased 
consumer  markets,  so  that,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  higher  consumer  incomes 
or  lower  market  prices  would  be  required  if  we  were  to  achieve  a  workable 
economic  balance  on  which  to  go  forward. 

By  midyear,  circumstances  had  altered  cases.  On  the  supply  side, 
prospects  had  worsened  and  certain  limitations  to  industrial  production  had 
appeared.  These  included  shortage  of  cars,  of  steel  scrap,  and  of  several 
basic  materials,  and  also  delay  in  providing  certain  specialized  types  of 
heavy  equipment.  Some  of  these  shortages  were  the  result  of  strikes  at 
key  points.  The  terms  on  which  the  strike  of  bituminous  coal  miners  had 
been  settled  had  introduced  a  lever  of  ri  :ing  costs  under  our  whole  industrial 
price  structure.  0n  the  demand  side,  certain  areas  of  income  had  been  pushed 
up  rather  vigorously  through  wage  advances,  savings  and  credit  had  been 
largely  drawn  upon,  and  government  expenditures  current  and  prospective  had 
been  substantially  enlarged  through  acceptance  of  the  view  that  we  should 
have  to  enlarge  in  amount  and  extend  in  time  the  financial  aid  which  would 
be  given  toward  the  economic  rebuilding  of  Europe. 

In  recognition  of  these  changed  concitions,  the  Midyear  Economic 
Reoort  of  the  President  dwelt  at  some  length  on  revived  inflationary  dangers. 
And  by  the  time  of  the  second  annual  Economic  Report,  these  threats  had 
become  realities.  The  Report  said: 
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Since  June,  wholesale  prices  have  risen  at  an  annual  rate  of  20 
percent  and  consumer  prices  at  an  annual  rate  of  about  12  percent. 
...Rent,  since  the  modification  of  rent  control,  has  been  rising  at  an 
annual  rate  of  about  13  percent.  At  the  wholesale  level,  textiles  during 
the  second  half  of  19U7  were  rising  at  an  annual  of  12  percent  fuel  and 
lighting  36  percent,  and  building  materials  18  percent.  ... 

The  record  of  prices,  wages  and  profits  during  19h7   shows  how  they 
fed  upon  one  another  in  a  developing  process  of  inflation.  In  spite  of 
the  heartening  production  record  of  the  year,  this  inflationary  trend  was 
profoundly  disturbing.   It  not  only  produced  great  inequities  among  our 
people,  but  also  created  the  danger  of  a  serious  setback* 

The  purposes  of  the  Employment  Act  are  beginning  to  meet  their 
first  real  test.  Unless  we  as  a  nation  show  an  ability  to  impose  restraints 
upon  ourselves  and  to  utilize  the  machinery  of  our  representative  government 
to  devise  well-considered  regulatory  measures,  we  stand  in  great  danger 
that  runaway  prices,  overextended  credit,  and  unbalanced  developments  will 
lead  to  an  economic  recession. 

Ae  an  analytical  economist,  I  am  profoundly  interested  in  watching 

as  objectively  as  possible  the  trend  of  economic  behavior  in  this  great 

land  of  private  enterprise  and  democratic  government.  We  have  evolved 

to  a  state  of  gigantic  corporations  and  massive  labor  unions.  We  have 

acquired  a  tremendous  national  debt  through  steps  which  were  probably 

unavoidable  and  which  certainly  cannot  be  retraced.  And  we  have  created 

for  ourselves  "big  government"  which,  if  you  will  examine  the  figures,   s 

predominantly  military.  It  therefore  becomes  a  fascinating  question 

whether  we  have  enough  economic  "savvy"  and  powers  of  discipline  or 

forbearance  by  power  groups  to  make  it  possible  to  curb  orgies  of  heedless 

speculation  or  to  rally  from  sinking  spells  of  paralyzing  disillusionment 

and  fear.  In  other  words,  can  our  free  society  manifest  a  healthy  social 

adjustment,  or  will  a  manic-depressive  psychosis  become  chronic  as  we  pass 

from  adolescence  to  maturity?

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If  we  look  calmly  at  the  rather  hectic  developments  of  this  first 
quarter  of  194-8  ana  take  some  backward  glances  at  194-7,  there  is  a  good  aeal 
which  could  give  ground  for  optimism. .  Industrial  managements,  labor 
leadership,  banking  organizations,  ana  the  government  nave  all  expressed 
a  sense  of  responsibility  for  doing  something  in  their  respective  spheres 
to  check  the  process  of  inflation  v.hich  could  involve  us  in  a  common 
disaster  if  everyone  simply  aeciaea  to  "get  while  the  getting  is  gooa" 
end  no  one  was  willing  to  sacrifice  immediate  gain  or  convenience  for 
longer-run  security. 

The  head  of  a  large  corporation  declared  last  January: 

It  is  obvious  that  we  are  in  &  painful  inflationary  spiral.  Ana 
it  is  also  obvious  that  every  industry,  every  company,  every  inaivio.ua! , 
must  do  all  in  their  power  not  only  to  stop  this  spiral,  but  to  reverse 
it.  For  this  reason,  we  are  reducing  the  prices  on  a  wide  range  of 
products,   rife  estimate  that  these  reductions  will  make  possible  a  saving 
to  the  public  of  close  to  $0   million  dollars  during  the  coming  year. 
The  reductions  range  from  3%   to  10$....  We  earnestly  hope  that  others 
will  join  with  us  in  this  effort.   If  they  do,  materials  and  components 
purchased  by  us  will  also  be  reduced  in  price,  and  then  even  further 
reductions  in  the  prices  of  our  products  may  be  made  possible. 

Later,  the  President  of  the  acknowledged  leader  in  a  basic 

industry  announced: 

In  an  endeavor  to  aid  in  halting  further  advances  in  living 
costs,  (our)  Corporation  will  shrrtly  announce  decreases,  effective 
May  1,  19U8,  in  their  prices  for  a  wide  variety  of  products  of  their 
manufacture.  These  price  changes  are  estimated  to  add  up  to  a  total 
price  reduction  of  about  ^2^,000,000  a  year  based  on  last  year's  shipments 
of  the  products  affected, . .So  far  as  possible,  the  price  reductions  will 
be  made  applicable  to  products  which  have  a  more  or  less  direct  bearing 
upon  the  cost  of  living...  We  believe  that  costs  and  prices  in  general 
are  too  high  today  for  the  good  of  the  nation,   v/e  are  firmly  of  the 
conviction  that  American  industry  and  labor  should  cooperatively  do 
everything  in  their  power  to  avc id  further  increases  in  costs,  which, 
if  permitted  to  occur,  must  result  in  higher  prices  for  almost  everything 
we  buy.  Certainly  the  best  interests  of  all  of  i  ur  people  will  net  be 
served  by  a  further  lowering  in  the  ourchasing  power  of  the  dollar.

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Nor  has  management  been  alone  in  this  desire  to  discover  its  pre  per 
role  of  responsibility  in  a  free  society.  Faced  by  disappointment  and  with 
discontent  rumbling  in  his  ranks,  a  labor  leader  promptly  asserted  that 
thsir  two-year  contract  with  a  non-strike  clause  would  be  honored  in  letter 
and  spirit.  In  other  key  industries,  the  majority  of  labor  leaders  and 
rank  and  file  cemplied  in  orderly  fashion  with  the  av/ards  of  fact-finding 
boards  that  severely  sliced  demands  which  they  regarded  as  equitable  and 
capable  of  fulfilment.  Where  the  intransigence  of  some  leaders  resulted 
in  a  different  crurse,  the  Executive  branch  of  the  government  and  the 
vigorous  action  of  Federal  courts  prevented  or  terminated  work  stoDpages 
and  protected  the  orderly  process  of  negotiating  economic  settlements  on 
the  basis  of  facts  rather  than  force. 

A  characteristic  feature  of  a  runaway  boom  is  the  over-extensic n  of 
credit  on,  over-valued  assets.   In  January  of  this  year,  the  American 
Bankers  Association  put  en  a  systematic  campaign  cf  education,  nationwide 
and  reaching  the  smallest  ceuntrjr  banker.  Its  purpose  was  not  to  impose 
any  rigid  clamping  down  on  credit  through  a  scheme  of  remote  control 
but  to  enunciate  sound  criteria  of  credit  extension  and  to  reexamine  the 
proposals  of  individual  borrowers  across  the  desk  with  the  individual 
banker,  presumably  the  best  inf <  rmed  as  to  local  c  ndi tiers  but  having  a 
more  than  local  view  of  the  general  economic  and  financial  situation. 

I  am  not  trying  to  paint  a  fancy  picture  of  economic  bliss  in  the 
midst  of  a  period  when  we  all  are  harassed  in  our  current  operations  and 
apprehensive  as  to  the  future  outlook.  I  submit,  however,  that  we  have 
done  a  tremendous  job  of  economic  reconversion  without  any  great  amount  of 
internal  strife  or  more  than  minor  sabotage,  Slfe  have  maintained  a  high 
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level  of  national  production,  simultaneously  raising  the  standard  cf 
living  of  the  working  population  and  investing  tens  of  billicns  cf  dollars 
in  the  plant  which  will  make  their  labor  efficient  in  the  future.  All 
this  was  done,  moreover,  while  we  were  sending  unprecedented  exports  abroad 
to  relieve  devastated  countries  and  reconstruct  the  world  economy. 

That  achievement  should  give  us  courage  for  the  undertakings  which 
still  lie  ahead.  And  such  courage  is  based  not  merely  on  the  demonstration 
of  our  power  of  technical  producticn,  but  also  on  the  fact  that  we  could 
get  this  high  rate  and  efficient  plane  of  national  effort  under  a  process 
of  relaxed  government  controls. 

But,  at  the  same  time  that  we  take  courage,  we  must  recognize  that 
we  had  not  yet  cine  to  the  time  when  the  mrmentum  c f  reconversion  was  spent 
and  we  had  shewn  that  we  could  mainta'.n  stabilized  prr  sperity  in  a  normal 
peacetime  world.  Now  19^8  confronts  us  with  a  new  problem  of  how  much  our 
economic  stabilization  may  be  disturbed  by  the  prospect  of  having  to  live  in 
a  troubled  world— even  though  its  disturbance  is  "shcrt  of  war,"  The  time 
has  c-  me  to  measure  the  extent  to  which  or  the  rate  at  which  the  rosy 
dreams  of  the  postwar  world  can  be  realized.  In  a  word,  this  brings  us  to 
consider  the  brad  issue  which  seems  to  me  to  be  raised  by  the  superimposing 
'  of  our  defense  program  on  foreign  aid  commitments  already  made. 

The  European  Recovery  Program  dees  not  call  upon  us  to  supply  an 
excess  of  exports  over  imports  in  19U8  any  greater  than  that  of  19U7  or 
even  up  to  the  peak  reached  in  that  year,  furthermore,  what  we  forego 
by  way  of  domestic  consumption  or  capital  formation  in  this  connection  will, 
I  believe,  be  diverted  with  such  practical  business  wisdom  by  its  four 
top  administrators,  Paul  Hoffman,  Averill  Harriman,  Howard  Bruce,  and 
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William  Foster,  that  it  is  properly  to  be  classed  as  an  investment  in  future 
trade  as  well  as  security.  It  is  even  possible  that,  in  the  absence  of  this 
subsidized  market,  supplies  might  have  caught  up  with  demand  so  fast  this 
year  that  we  would  not  have  been  able  tc  make  adjustments  in  prices  and 
costs  fast  enough  to  sustain  full  volume  of  employment  and  plant  operatic  n. 
In  that  event,  we  might  have  had  waste  c f  resources  equivalent  to  all  or 
a  large  part  of  what  we  are  now  giving  in  foreign  aid.  To  that  extent, 
our  investment  is  liquidated  without  waiting  for  future  trade  or  security 
dividends. 

The  defense  program  raises  somewhat  different  issues.  Military 
outlays  as  such  are  essentially  unproductive  and  potentially  destructive. 
Nevertheless,  some  billions  withdrawn  from  civilian  uses  during  the  next 
few  years  to  produce  a  c  nvincing  shew  of  military  strength  may  prevent 
actual  destruction  of  our  wealth  at  a  later  time.   ->-n  that  case,  these 
sums  toe  can  be  regarded  as  an  investment  or  at  least  as  a  necessary 
protective  outlay  which  will  contribute  to  the  maximizing  of  consumer 
real  income  in  the  long  run.  This  we  nay  assume  to  be  the  case  so  long 
as  we  keep  tc  a  moderate  defense  program,  such  as  the  President  has  been 
advocating.   If  this  urogram  is  rejected  by  the  Congress  and  if  military 
plans  are  expanded  into  the  war  machine  proposed  in  some  quarters,  then 
thoughtful  persons  see  inflationary  pressures  developing  in  19U9  and  thereafter, 
with  grim  possibilities  of  deficit  financing,  mounting  taxation,  and 
extensive  economic  controls. 

Even  short  of  these  most  dire  consequences,  we  cannot  assume  that 

the  more  moderate  defense  program  could  be  carried  through  without  significant 

modification  of  the  program  of  production  and  purchasing  power  that  we 

would  hope  to  achieve  otherwise.  We  can't  eat  our  cake  and  have  it  too, 
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Five,  ten,  or  fifteen  billion  dollars'  worth  of  goods  and  services  a 
year  cannot  be  withdrawn  from  our  economy  during  the  next  few  years  and 
still  leave  the  real  income  of  consumers  as  high  as  it  would  otherwise 
be  during  this  period. 

We  find  many  people  today  who  are  quite  cavalier  about  raising  and 
again  raising  the  authorizatl  ns  for  air  force,  for  navy,  for  army,  for 
stockpiling,  and  for  shipbuilding  as  though  there  were  s-me  inexhaustible 
or  costless  source  from  which  such  outlays  flow.  At  the  same  time,  they 
have  argued  that  cutting  tax  rates  would,  even  in  a  fully  employed  economy, 
enlarge  government  revenues .   Or  in  a  logical  corner,  instead  of  crying 
"Uncle",  they  assert  that  budgetary  balance  can  be  achieved  by  cutting  out 
extravagant  expenditures  for  public  works. 

As  to  the  arithmetic  of  the  matter,  the  total  expenditures  in  the 
budget  for  the  fiscal  year  19U9  are  $2,6  billion  dollars  in  comparison 
with  $U,8  billion  as  the  estimated  amount  of  the  recent  tax  cub  and 
somewhere  between  lU  and  l£  billion  dollars  as  the  probable  size  of  the 
military  budget.  As  to  the  dispensability  of  public  works  expenditures,  we 
may  query  how  we  are  to  provide  adequate  transportati  n  even  for  defense 
industry,  or  waterpower  to  furnish  electricity  for  aluminum  tc  make  military 
airplanes,  to  show  the  basic  importance  cf  these  i  utlays.  Or  one  may  ask 
how  we  are  tc  keep  up  the  quality  of  our  working  force  and  keup  up  our 
traditional  standards  of  education  if  we  do  not  soon  make  up  the  under- 
maintenance  of  our  public  school  plant  and  expand  it  in  step  with  population 
growth . 
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It  is  evident  that  states  and  municipalities  as  well  as  federal 
agencies  will  have  to  defer  or  scale  down  the  expenditures  which  they 
otherwise  would  be  making  for  raising  the  productivity,  convenience,  health, 
and  beauty  of  their  communities,  just  as  the  private  consumer  will  have  to 
forego  the  raising  of  his  real  purchasing  power  or  standard  of  living  which 
we  had  all  been  looking  forward  to.  The  problem  which  all  of  us  must 
face  is  how  the  enlarged  burden  of  defense  can  be  distributed  most 
equitably  and  with  least  danger  of  interference  with  the  efficiency  of 
production. 

In  the  closing  paragraphs  of  the  first  quarter  memorandum  of  the 

Council  of  Economic  Advisers  to  the  President,  it  was  said: 

Every  citizen  must  recognize  that  further  diversions  of  productive 
effort  to  military  uses  inevitably  in  elves  some  sacrifice  of  civilian 
types  of  consumption.  It  is  our  particular  application  of  the  old 
alternative  of  "guns  or  butter." 

Our  people  had — and  we  believe  quite  properly — looked  forward  to 
a  nostwar  period  in  which  larger  numbers  of  people  would  achieve  higher 
standards  of  living  than  had  ever  been  realized  before.  Those  hopes  are 
not  nullified  by  the  defense  program.  But  they  must  be  in  some  measure 
postponed  or  for  the  present  revised  downward.  During  this  period  if  any 
group  insists  that  its  income  shall  be  advanced  in  proportion  to  every 
advance  in  prices  or  that  it  shall  be  in  a  position  to  pay  up  to  whatever 
level  is  needed  to  bid  its  accustomed  amount  of  goods  away  from  other  users, 
it  is  in  effect  demanding  that  it  be  exempted  from  sharing  in  the  common 
burden  of  protecting  our  country.  T^ese  economic  facts  of  life  should  be 
proclaimed  along  with  every  step  in  working  out  the  practical  details  of 
the  defense  program,,

The  plan  includes  hospital  board  and  care,  medical  atten- 
tion, and  surgeon's  fees.  Maximum  coverage  is  $500  for  each  injury 
or  illness. 

The  policy  is  underwritten  by  the  American  Casualty 
Insurance  Company.
